_ A great deal of excitement wascreat 
im the usually quiet neighborhood of 
Vernon place yesterday afternoon by the 
shocking death of an unknown and ratb- 
cr genteel looking yonng man, who had 
eitber fallen or thrown himself from the 
top of the Washington monument, and 
had been crushed to death on the mason- 
ry of the base below. It is not known 
yet, positively, whether the act was in— 
tentional or accidental, though all the 
indications point to suicide, as there is a 
sufficient stone bulwark, breast high, at 
the top of the column to prevent any one 
from falling.

‘The suicide leaped from the southwest 
corner of the capital of the column, with 
arms outstreiched,and turning over Once 
or twice in his thrillieg descent, struck 
on the stones of the base,a mangled, bleed- 
ing corpse. Michael Sweeny, the young 
man in charge of the monument says that 
at 1:15 p. m. the deceased applied for ad- 
mission, paid the usual fcc, and was fur- 
nished with a lantern to guide him ia 
the darkness up the winding steps inside 
the column to the top. He did not ap 
pear to be disturbed in mind, and exhib- 
ited no unusual signs. Mr. Sweeny says 
that in fifteen minutes or so afterwards 
he hearda noise.overthe top of the 
vaulted roof of the base as though some- 
thing had fallen, and looked out of the 
office into the area between the base and 
the iron railing encircling the monument, 
but saw nothing, and concluded he had 
been deceived. Soon afterwards a lady 
and gentleman went up together to the 
topof the monument. They remained 
fifteen or twenty minutes, and on looking 
down saw the mangled and bloody corse 
lying on the top of the base. They hur- 
ried with the information to the keeper, 
the lady being so much overcome w:th 
the shocking sight as to be in a fainting 
condition when she reached the office. 
Several persons went up to where the 
body was lying, and a truly shocking 
sight was presented. The body was ly- 
ing on its back, the head was crushed al- 
most out of shape, the features bloody, 
a large part of the brain forced out from 
the left side of the skull in the rear of 
the left ear, brains and fragments of the 
skull were spattered about the spot 
where the head had struck, and a pool of 
blood had formed about the remains. 
The legs and arms were broken and limp 
when lifted, and indeed there were 
‘oo many mutilations to cnumerate. 
Corner Walker held an inquest, the 
jvry returned a fcrmal verdict. The 
on.y articlefound o2 the body was the 
following note, written io ee pencil, on 
a scrap of paper: 

‘‘Now, Miss Cobb, I leave thee in these 
words, hoping to hear from you. Fare 
the well, still forever, still forever fare 
the wel!, Even though unforgiven, never 
against thee sha]! my heart rebel.” 
BaLtimore, October 13.—The dead 
body of the young man who committed 
suicide yesterday afternoon by jumping 
from the top of the column of the Wasb- 
ington monument, at Mount Vernon 
place, has been recognized as that of 
Arthur 8. Johnson, whose father resided 
at118 south Gilmar street, Baltimore. 
His age was 20 years.

The Stoics taught thes suicide under 
some Circumstances was right; and Ege- 
sius was so eloquentin praise of death 
that hundreds who heard him made away 
with themselves, and suicide became ep- 
idemic. Ptolemy, alarmed at the spread 
of the infatuation, ordered Egetius 
away from Alexandria, and the people 
at once camo to their senses. But all of 
these pagans believed that men had 
nothing to fear after death. 

At one time France furnished poison 
to all who could give satisfactory proof 
that it was beiter for them to die than to 
live. Some of the Roman jurists said 
that suicide was a felony unless permitted 
by the emperor, and epidemics of sui- 
cide were not uncommon. Religious 
fanaticism among the early Christians, 
led to maany suicides, aad a Bishop's 
couccil in the fifth century was 
convencd to declare it a sin, and 
so it has ever since been re- 
garded in all Christian cburches. 
The Catholic, Greek and Episcopal 
churches prohibit the reading of the 
burial service over the body ef the sui- 
cide, unless he committed the act while 
insanc. The Koran expressly forbids 
the crime, and it is extremely rare 
among the Mahommedans. 

The oppressions of the Spanish con- 
querors drove a great number of the In- 
dians of South America to make away 
with themselves, but there is very little 
of it among our Indians, the death of 
many of whom would only be a loss 
to the sutlers and contractors of the 
period.

THE CENTENNIAL, 


Ternessee’s centennial commissioners 
have appointed a committee to address 
her leading land-holders, mine-owners, 
stock-breeders, mercantile and agricul- 
tural associations, and all citizens who 
have objects of interest, asking them tuo 
prepare for exhibitions specimens of 
their various productions, and to notify 
the secretary as soon as possible of the 
character of the articles proposed to be 
exhibited in ord-r that mcasures may 
be taken for their transportation 
to Philadelphia. Tennessce has ap- 
plied for twenty-five thousand square 
feet of space in the exhibition buildings, 
having decidcd not to imitate the exam- 
ple of some other states in the erection of 
a special building for the exhibition of 
her resouces and products. 

This brings up the subject of Georgia’s 
representation at the great show. We are 
not organized. We have no appropria- 
tion to furtherthe objects of organiza- 
tion, nor can such an appropriation 
be procured before January, if it 
can then. Our legislature is one 
of strict economy, and while it might 
be poor economy to let the empire state 
of the south go unrepresented at the cen- 
tennial exhibition, our legislators might 
not so regard it. 

On one point we think all will concur 
—if the state is to be represented at all. 
itshould be in a way that would fairly 
present her claims. ‘The agricultural 
and geological bureaus could do 
something, but neither has been in 
existence long enough to gather compre- 
hensive specimens of our products.

The Hard Times. inthe North. 


A New York letter ays: ‘'The sever- 
est pinch is felt among Witerary men and 
artists. With regard to the former, it 
may be said there never were s0 many 
editors, book makers, and reporters out 
of employment as at present. It is sad 
to contemplate this feature in the world 
of letters, but it is inevitable. The press 
in this city has suffered vastly more in 
proportion than that of other districts, 
and there is but little immediate prospect 
ot improvement. To refer to artists it 
may be raiithat photography is so un- 
profitable that the grandest establish- 
ments are almost bankrupt. One of the 
Broadway galleries was brought into 
notice afew weeks ago by the suicide of 
the brother of the proprietor (Freder- 
icks) because of business difficulties. 
Another similar establishment was car- 
ried on by Bogardus, He commenced 
in asmall way near Washington Market, 
and did a good business in picturing the 
Jerrey farmers and their families, His 
ambition led him into a splendid estab- 
lishment up town, but it is now closed.
